The fact that the Town- 
send-EiCb bill fails even to attempt 
the correction of some of the gravest 
evils is a source of disappointment to 
the president and to the Democrats in 
both houses o( congress and there are 
rraiy who believe that a more com- 
prehensive measure can be enacted at 
the special session which the president 
pioposes to call. The president has 
decided not to attampt to force the 
senate to act at this session and his 
present plan is to call a special session 
to revise the tariff and enact proper 
railway (legislation about Ojtobar 1. 
Some earnest members of congress are, 
however, urging him to take the tide 
of sentiment in favor of extending 
federal control of the railways at its 
fljod and call a special session to meet 
this spring and while they have not 
yet convinced him of the wisdom' of 
this course he has taken the matter 
under consideration- 
If the senate 


were, like the house, elected by direct 
vote of the people, there is little doubt 
tt at senators would feel the necessity 
of a special session in the spring to 
meet the demand for this character of 
enactment, but under the existing 
circumstances senators are decidedly 
independent and they insist that if the 
president compels them to meet this 
spring they will adjourn without 
action. 


It is a constant occasion of regret to 


sincere Democrats to see aome of their 
nurnoer stultifying themselves by vot- 
ing for absolutely ua-Djmocratic bills, 
as they did last weak when the propo- 
sition to pay a spacial subsidy to the 
Southern railway of 8112,728 was under 
consideration. It is claimed that it it

been told that they were protected by 
tbe d aty of 35 cents a bushel on wheat, 
although the price has been fixed by 
the Liverpool market and the duty has 
never afforded the farmer a cant of in- 
creased prcflt. This year, however, a 
shortage of hard wheat in the north- 
west put up the price until the Amer- 
ican farmers were receiving 30 cents 
more a bushel than their brothers just 
over the Ca tadian border. Of course 
the millers did not want to pay the 
extra pries, so they appealed to tbe 
secretary of the treasury to allow 
them to import the Ciuaiian wheat, 
pjy the duty, grind it into flour, ex- 
port it and secure, iu the form of a 
drawback, tbe dnty they had paid to 
the government.

REGULATION. 


The discussion tha 
has been brough 
out by the propose 
law to regulate th 
rates of freigbt-cai 


rying roads has servsd to mike clea 
to the public miad the fact that it i 
the prevention of violations of rat 
schedules by officials of such road 
rather than new rate schedules that i 
needed. The present rate is frr th 
most pirt not excessive, but the advin 
tage given to favored shippers by "cut 
ing" existing rates mikes it difficult 
impossible for competing firms that an 
not thus favored to carry on a busi 
ness interne sections. Alawrequiringa 
itriot adherance to the present or any 
other schedule certainly would be a 
benefit to the stock holders of the road 
concerned, for it is not likely to lessen 
the number or total of shipments 
The public will be benefited, the roads 
themselves will be benefited and the 
only per jons to whose detriment the 
law could possibly work are those now 
being favored because of some "pull' 
by whie'i they obtain the lower rate or 
rebate. The move is in the right direc 
tlon and should be crystallized into a 
law that would enable the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to prevent 
crimination no less than unjust classi- 
fication, and provide for the bringing 
to justice those concerned. 
Power to 


enforce existing laws or those substi- 
tuted is the thing needed by tbe com' 
miailon, and if they are not then en 
forced the people will inquire into the 
cause. 
President Cassatt admits tha< 


the Eikias act of 1903 needs to be 
broadened so aa to meet modern meth- 
ods of collusion betweenlarge shippers 
and the carrying roads but strongly 
opposes the establishment of sped 
railway courts for the adjudication 
of railway litigation. He is believed 
to be right in this stand for the present 
courts in connection with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission are suffi 
cient for all purposes of federal regu- 
lation.

OF WAR, 


On February 5,1904 
diplomatic rela- 
tions between Rus- 
sia and the Mika- 
do' I 
government 


ceased and this was the signal for 
raising the curtain on the stage of one 
of the greatest war dramas of which 
we have record. 
Two days later 


Japan seized Masanpho, Corea, as a 
military base and on the eighth and 
ninth of the lama month Togo's blow 
to the Asiatic fleet of the Russian 
empire was delivered. One year ago 
fiouia, in addition to her vast acreage 
extending to the Pacific, was in poa- 
tesiion of Port Arthur and the ex- 
tremity of the Liaotung promontory— 
the was mistress of the east, Port 
Arthur had been rebuilt and Dilny 
built as an auxiliary harbor atan enor- 
mous expense. From these two points 
Busaia looked out over China and 
Japan, apparent master of the situa- 
tion, and her proud fleet in the harbor 
emphasized the boast of her dominance 
over the Orient. 
Port Arthur was 


claimed to be impregnable. Such was 
the condition at the beginning of the 
war the first year of which has just 
been brought to a close, but bow 
changed now! The year has been one 
of a succession of disasters to the Bus- 
llan arms. In the battle of Chemulpo, 
February 8 and 9, the Variag and 
Korletz were sank; on August 10 the 
greatest naval battle of the war was 
lought and the fuet off Port Arthur 
was defeated and dispersed and the 
remaining fragment did not again as- 
anme the aggressive to the time of the 
fall of the fort. Ia the sea of Japan 
four days later the Vladivostok squad- 
ron was defeated and Russi&'s power 
in en tern waters was a thing of the 
past. 


The liege of Port Arthur really began 


when the Japs occupied Dalny, May 30. 
From that date on until the fall of that 
Gibraltar of the east the soldiers of the 
Mikado persistently hammered away 
at the Russian stronghold uutil it fell. 
"The capture was the most brilliant 
achievement of the Jap&uese arms acd 
the defense waa perhaps the moat glori- 
ous page in Russian annals." 


It U estimated tbat Jipin has had 


490,000 men afi nat and ashore and Eussi a 


number of wounded is given at 265,000, 
making the total casualties 389,696. 
In money the year's warfare has cost 
the two nations more than 8800,000,000. 
Thirty-five vessels of war have been lost 
to the Russians and 23 to the Japs. 
Such ia the record of a year, and the 
end is not yet. And all this has grown 
out of Russia's policy in Manehur'a and 
her growing prestige in Cores, which 
Japan feared were not only detrimen- 
tal to her expansion but even threat- 
ening to her national existence.

brcken record of imperial violence an 
sin. Hany ol the Russian rulers hav 
met death by assassination; only a ie 
have d:e1 with a worthy a ad stainles 
record. 
Hum&nity may not contcm 


plate with affection t ie histiry of 
royal butcher, but it shrinks disguste 
and appalled at a Russian poltrocn 
Let us for a moment 'o ik at the pictur 
on that fatal Sabbath when the suffe 
ers at St. Petersburg desired to presen 
a p itition to the Tsar. So far as w 
know, the great body was peaceabl 
unarmed and making no threats, tha 
Implied danger. It has been the hab 
of centuries with the Rnss'aa rulers b 
spaak of the people as "Sly Children 
and the great body of the peasantr 
never spoke of him as a tyrant, 
or brutal ruler; thus the Russian .peas 
antry throughout the empire calle 
him "Father," the eaue term whic 
they used for GX*, and the presen 
ruler was invariably spoken of as "Ou 
Little Father," for he is in physica 
stature as well as in every other attr 
bate, the smallest of his race. Only 
few days before the fatal outbreak a 
attempt at his aisusination had .bee 
made while he was blessing the Neva 
of which I spoke last week. It has 
evidently unnerved hit imperial high 
ness, who could not fall to remembe 
the death of his grudfather, who, sur 
roundel by Cossacks and Wends, wa 
.truck down in open day, as he wae

prayers had just been offered for hi 
safety. Oi tbe first sign of dangerthe 
present Tsar fled to the innermost re 
cesare of his winter palace aid fifty 
thousand soldiers were hastily.sum 
inoced to secure the sifaty of his royal 
person; they sarroutdad the palace: 
every avenue was guarded by an im 
penetrable wall of shining 6t;el. 


There was no use for bayonets, spears 


or cannon; the crowd was peaceful and 
I might add, respectful, led on,by a 
priest of the Greek church in his canon- 
ical robes and bearing aloft a crucifix 
The petition which they carried to the 
"Little Father" they hoped wonld be 
granted for "Christ's sake" whose em- 
blem was the crucifix which they bore 
and which was the royal crest of the 
Prince of Peace, the key which unlock- 
ed the portals through which the suffer- 
ing multitude might enter, and which 
Christ had redeemed with Bit blood.
